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BUSY SESSION 

OF TRUSTEES 

BURROS BRING OUT PROTESTS 

Mountain Trail Avenue Residents Ob¬ 
ject to Presence of Corrals 
in Their Vicinity 

Burros and dogs held the stage through 
a large share of tin* session of the city 
trustees last evening, and it was a 
Linger session than usual, too, the board 
adjourning about half an hour before 
midnight. And the end is not yet. The 
trustees succeeded in getting together 
on pretty well defined policies regard¬ 
ing the problems presented, and it re¬ 
mains to be seen how well the laws 
will be enforced when finally adopted. 

Numerous property owners along 
Mountain Trail Avenue sent in a peti¬ 
tion protesting against the maintenance 
of burro corrals along that street and 
against the tying of burros for hire in 
the street. Messrs. 1. X. W ard, and 
E. Waldo Ward spoke in support of 
the petition, saying residence property 
was greatly damaged and a nuisance 
maintained, both in the street and on 
the property of the burro owners. It 
was held that the business of 
keeping animals for hire for use on 
the trails should be confined to a re¬ 
stricted district close - to the mountain- 
and away from any residence district. 
Their side of the question was support¬ 
ed from another angle by F. B. Ross of 
the Mt. Wilson Hotel company. He 
said if Messrs. Chantry and ldoegee were 
allowed to maintain their corrals down 
town it would l>e necessary for the Ho¬ 
tel Company to meet the competition 
bv establishing still another corral near 
tiie end of the car line. J. M. Heard, 
manager of Orchard Camp, sent a mes¬ 
sage to the same effect. C. K. Chantry, 
proprietor of one of the corrals, spoke 
in defense of his business. 

At present the only ordinance under 
which the corrals could be tea bed is 
one limiting the number of burros or 
horses which can be kept on one lot to 
three. There seemed to be no ordin¬ 
ance prohibiting the tying of animals 
for hire along the public streets. The 
upshot of the matter was the intro¬ 
duction of two new ordinances, one 
designed to impose closer restrictions up¬ 
on the keeping of the animals in resi¬ 
dence districts and one prohibiting the 
tying of animals for hire upon any pub¬ 
lic street for more than 30 minutes at 
a time. These ordinances will doubt¬ 
less be passed at the next meeting of 
the board. 

The appointment of J. A. Patterson 
as a member of the Board of Health 
was confirmed by the trustees. 

Messrs. F. D. R. Moore and J. C. 
Dickson, appeared as a committee from 
the Board of Trade to present the mat¬ 
ter of replacing trees where young trees 
have died along those streets which 
have been planted at private expense, 
and also to urge the matter of general, 
uniform street tree planting. 

George H. Let tea u addressed the 
hoard regarding the improvement of 
that portion of Grandin Avenue between 
Sunnyskle and Sierra Madre Avenues, 
which is desired by many of the inter¬ 
ested property owners.

SCHOOL ELECTION NEXT WEEK 

Two directors for the Sierra .Madre 
school district are to be elected at 
lire annual * lection next Friday, 
April 7. One director will be chosen 
for a term of three years to succeed 
J. C Dickson, whose term exuire- 
:his year. One director will be chosen 
for one year to succeed Howard Hill, 
who was appointed to fill a vacancy 
caused by the resignation of J. W. 
Keys. The polling place will be at 
the school house. It is expected that 
Hie usual intense interest will be dis¬ 
played in the voting. 

Few persons will be found to dis¬ 
pute the contention that when women 
are allowed ti vote the aggregate of 
interest taken in school elections is 
likely to be greatly increased. Over 
in Monrovia the women gave a con¬ 
crete demonstration in reply to the 
question of whether or not they will 
vote when given the right. A straw- 
ballot was called f >r by the school 
trustees to decide upon a site for a 
new school building. When the bal¬ 
lots were counted it was found that 
546 women had voted, the number ex¬ 
ceeding that of the men by twenty. 

Now the public schools in most 
towns are sadly in need of attention 
and some display of interest on the 
part of voters. This is shown by the 
small vote which is usually cast at 
school elections. Not more politics 
but more real interest in the welfare 
of the public schools is what is need¬ 
ed. It is certain that women will 
greatly increase the vote cast at 
school elections. And since this is 
probably the last one in which the 
men will be allowed to monopolize 
the ballot they will do well to cast a 
heavy vote s > the contrast in num¬ 
bers will not be so great when the 
women get a chance.

He also asked that the mar-dial 
lie ordered to notify owners of all dogs 
known to have been bitten by the collie 
belonging to Mrs. Borgluni to chain 
their dogs securely for a period of 90 
days, or to kill them. He said the head 
of Mrs. Borglum’s dog had been exam¬ 
ined by the experts in Los Angeles and 
declared to be one of the plainest eases 
of rabies found in this vicinity, It 
is reported that from twenty to thirty 
dogs were bitten by the dog after it 
l»egan to act queerly and positive proof 
could be secured regarding about a doz¬ 
en. He asked that steps be taken to 
have the muzzling ordinance rigidly en- 
f creed. 

Chairman Jones *nid he would stand 
for rigid enforcement of the ordinance, 
or for its repeal. He would not per¬ 
mit such a farce as the muzzling or¬ 
dinance has proved to be in the past 
if he could prevent it. After some dis¬ 
cussion the trustees agreed that was 
the only fair position to take. It was 
decided that the ordinance should lie 
so amended as to permit prosecution of 
any dog owner who neglects to comply 
with its terms.

Spraying Fruit Trees Simply an Impo- j 
sition on Property Owners 

The committee appointed some time ; 
ig i to take up the question of resisting 
payment for spraying of trees under 
direction of the county horticultural \ 
commission has submitted the follow- j 
ing self-explanatory report in a circu¬ 
lar sent out to property owners of Si¬ 
erra Madre: 

To Whom It May Concern: 

The committee having in charge the 
question of spraying fruit trees begs 
to report as follows: 

“An experienced and disinterested 
scale inspector was secured, and he has 
taken at random trees that have been 
sprayed for red, black and greedy scale, 
and made a careful examination of the 
same. Hi s report convinces the com¬ 
mittee that the spraying done was ei- j 
ther unnecessary, unsuccessful to a de- ; 
gree, or a complete failure. In a few 
instances the scale was reported to 
have been killed to the extent of 90 per j 
cent, while, in other instances there ! 
was no marked evidence of even a 
small per cent being killed. In a few 
cases the trees themselves seemed to . 
have been killed, while others were ; 
damaged. 

“Now in reference to protesting the 
payment of the bills by a suit, the com¬ 
mittee find many things in which to 
encourage such an act while there are 
other features which would seem to 
discourage it. In some of the orchards 
or lots where the work done was the 
least effective the owners have settled 
their bills. In others where the re¬ 
mittance has not yet been made there 
either seems to have been no scale to 
begin with or the spraying was a suc¬ 
cess in eradicating the scale. 

“We beg to report also that the out¬ 
fit doing the work has been withdraw 
and in view of all these conditions and 
others of less importance we feel the 
best thing to do under the circum¬ 
stances is to remit. While this seems 
an unsatisfactory recommendation we 
feel it best at this time, but in future 
we might suggest taking action prior 
to the spraying.” 

While the committee advise the pay¬ 
ment of these claims, some things ob¬ 
served in their dealings with Commis¬ 
sioner Meserve and his deputies lead 
them to suspect that more reliance is 
placed upon bluff than upon the law 
to collect the claims. However, they 
do not wish to advise any one to cal! 
the bluff with the possibility of addi¬ 
tional expense resulting. The prices 
charged by the Walker spraying out¬ 
fit which soused the Sierra Madre 
trees were admittedly high. There is 
reason to believe the prices were placed 
high so that no actual loss would be 
suffered in case a considerable pro¬ 
portion of the bills were unpaid. The 
Walker outfit has been dropped from 
the employ of the county and in a let¬ 
ter to Mr. Jones Commissioner Meserve 
as much as admits that the outfit was 
irresponsible and incompetent.

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TWENTY-FIFTH ANNIVERSARY 
AND RE-DEDICATION 

The special services at the Congre¬ 
gational church on Sunday and Monday 
last, had a double signification. Viz: 
celebrated the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of the church and also the re-dedica¬ 
tion of the church building. The grow¬ 
ing demands of the congregation and 
Sunday school have called for increase 
of room, and to meet that a gallery 
has been added to the west wing of 
the church which can be used for Sun¬ 
day school class purposes. A new or¬ 
gan and piano have also been installed; 
the pulpit platform and aisles have 
been recarpeted, and a beautiful com¬ 
munion table has been added. The 
general effect the improvement is 
pleasing to the eye, and the church has 
at once an attractive and churchly look. 
The work on the gallery was gener¬ 
ously donated by Mr. Howard Hill, 
and the carpet and communion table 
were furnished by the Ladies Aid so¬ 
ciety. It is the intention of the ladies 
just as soon as they can reach it, to 
carpet the church parlors and make 
them as cosy and comfortable as pos¬ 
sible. 

At the Sunday morning service the 
pastor preached on the subject, “What 
this Church Stands For.” his conten¬ 
tion being that it stands for divine 
ideals, for catholicity of spirit; for re¬ 
ligious freedom; for progress in doc¬ 
trine and methods; for essential Chris¬ 
tianity; for practical ministry to the 
world, and for a conquering Christian¬ 
ity. The musical part of the service 
was enriched by a solo by Mrs. Ro¬ 
land A. Adams, and a duet by Misses 
Cook and Caskey. 

The evening service was conducted 
by the Rev. Warren F. Day, D. D. Pas¬ 
tor Emeritus of the First Congregation¬ 
al church of Los Angeles, who preached 
an interesting and eloquent sermon 
from Psalm 8.4, “What is man that thou 
art mindful of him, and the son of man 
that thou visitest him?” He con¬ 
trasted man's physical feebleness with 
his intellectual powess and moral pos¬ 
sibilities and showed that he is a be¬ 
ing capable of endless development and 
well worthy all of God’s efforts to 
save him. A solo was rendered by Miss 
Marjorie Rice. The audiences at both 
diets of worship were large and ap¬ 
preciative. 

The meeting on Monday evening was 
of the nature of a church family re¬ 
union and social. The preliminary ex¬ 
ercises were held in the church. Mr. 
Charles Hall Perry presided at the or¬ 
gan, and by his excellent playing 
brought out the fine qualities of the in- 
stument. After a few introductory re¬ 
marks of the pastor. Mr. J. C. Dickson, 
clerk of the church, read an interesting 
historical sketch of the church from its 
organization in the old school house, 
corner of Baldwin and Central avenues, 
down to the present time. From the 
school house it moved to the public 
hall, after that to the library, and at 
the close of four years of wanderings, 
it became permanently housed in the 
present building. The Sunday school ;

The Christian Endeavor society | 
came into being two years after the j 
organization of the church and has | 
had an unbroken history down to the ; 
present. The sketch of Mr. Dickson |

come fast fading memories. The pres- 
eat pastor entered upon his work the 
fall of 1905. During his pastorate the 
church has increased in membership 
from 30 to l?*' 

Many additional items of a reminis¬ 
cent character were brought out in the 
address of Prof. H. A. Colcord; who has , 
in many ways been in close touch w ith 
the church from tb° beginning. He 
resided here for « short time during | 


the period of its early struggles, and 
has frequently supplied its pulpit when 
it was without a pastor. His racy and 
picturesque address stirred up many 
old memories, and incidentally showed 
how much the present worshippers are 
indebted to the toil and sacrifices of 
their predecessors. 

An optimistic forward look was ta¬ 
ken by Mr. F. D. R. Foote in the con¬ 
cluding address of the evening. He 
dwelt especially upon the work among 
the young people, which he regarded 
as holding the place of supreme inter¬ 
est The Sunday school has recently 
reached the highest water mark in at¬ 
tendance, namely 146, and the Christian 
Endeavor meetings have about 50. 

A solo by Miss Blanche Krebs added 
greatly to the interest of the evening. 

At the close of the program a social 
meeting was held in the church parlors, 
at which refreshments were served by 
the Ladies Aid society. 

The attendance taxed the capacity 
of the building and the sentiment was 
expressed that it will not be long be¬ 
fore further enlargements will be nec¬ 
essary. Altogether this joint celebra¬ 
tion forms a red letter time in the his¬ 
tory of this church.

But it is not unlikely 
that thes** two runners will tight it 
out betwe* n them for the gold watch 
which gis - to the winner with the honor 
of havin ' his name placed on the big 
Richard K. Fox gold medal. Secretary 
Patterson has secured promises from 
several of the well known sporting men 
and sport writers of the Los Angeles 
papers to act as officials for the race. 

The handsome Scotch collie be¬ 
longing to Mrs. Elizabeth Borglum 
showed marked symptoms of some 
ailment thought to be rabies last 
week so that it seemed imperative for 
Marshal Ray to put it where it could 
not endanger the lives of other dogs 
and of people. It showed a disposi¬ 


tion to attack every other dog which 
appeared, and in other ways exhibited 
changes in its usual behavior. The 
dog had been so intelligent and well 
trained that he was a great pet and 
Mrs. Borglum feels the loss keenly. 
Subsequent examination of the head 
showed a genuine case of rabies. The 
Board of Health consequently has or¬ 
dered all dogs muzzled for a period of 
90 days.
